A portrait of Mr. Hayes is svon to be hung 
in the White House. We hope it is full length, 
life size, and by a competent artist; that it will 
escape the ravages of time, the mutations of 
circumstance, and remain forever as & re- 
minder to succeeding generations of that 
event in American history of which its sub- 
ject was at once the personal product and the 
central figure. This portrait will be a fitting 
accompaniment of Mrs. Fassrrr's picture of 
the Electoral Commission, intended for the 
National Capitol; andthe two will serve to 
emphasize a national shame which the Ameri- 
can people are not likely to ever forget, but 
which they cannot too vividly remember. 

As for Mr. Haves himself, it is a curious and 

significant fact, which carries its own com- 
ment, that the party whiose willing tool he 
was in the perpetration of a great political 
crime has dealt less generously with him 
than the party which suffered by that 
crime. Democrats have always looked beyond

BARCLAY’S BATCH.

They 
protest against the purchase for decoration of the 
Capitol or other Government buildings of inferior 
works of art, thereby lowering the standard of art 
in this country and in the capita) of this nation, 
which professes so much intelligence and cu'ture. 
And surely there is need enough for reform 
in this direction in these days of reform at the 
seat of government, “The worthless daubs in the 
public buildings of Washington are too numerous 
to mention. Just at the present moment a dis- 
tinguished artist from New York is here engaged 
upon a portrait of an ex-Cabinet officer. to take the 
place in one of the departments of a portrait for 
which a high price was paid, and which is now rec- 
ognized as unfit for the place. To the artistic eye 
some of the work upon the walls of tke Capitol is 
absolutely painful. It is hard to believe that the 
forefathers have been in every generation a de- 
formed lot. Yet any one who will study the paint- 
ings in the public buildings here, and especially in 
the rotunda of the Capitol, must arrive at the con- 
clusion that those whom they are intended to rep- 
resent are a bad lot, or else that the artists who 
made them are to be thus classified: Arms abnor- 
mally long or short, legs with such a development 
of calif as to render the impression of absolute and 
painful deformity, and faces bearing the brand of 
vice, are to be seen. It isa notorious fact—or at- 
least a statement which appears to be founded on 
fact—that one of the numerous artists contributing 
to the work of this class in the Capitol building has 
perpetuated the face of his mistress in one of the 
groups now to be seen upon the walls of that build- 
ing. In the Department buildings are to be found 
portraits of men long since forgotten, who served, 
perhaps, a few days as temporary head of a depart- 
ment, and whose connection with that service would 
be, perhaps, entirely forgotten but for this fact. 
And yet they have been paid for at from $300 to 
$500 a piece, while the work in the Capitol perpetu- 
ating for the American public the face of a wanton 
was paid for in good ronnd figures. The criticism 
upon the offered works, which Senator Sherman 
proposes to buy, are not, of course, of the charac- 
ter mentioned above, but there are very severe 
criticisms upon them gs art productions, That 
there has been a great deal of work put, however, 
upon them, especially that of the Electoral Com- 
mission, is beyond doubt.
